The Winter War Garden 


When the last war tomato has been 
plucked from the vine and the last 
cucumber of the season has been carried 
into the house and tenderly laid away in 
the pickel jar, you need not feel that 
these solemn exercises mark the end of 
the war gardening season of your tri- 
umphs. 

You can have a nice little war 
garden, right in your home, all winter, 
if you wish, says the Thrift Magazine. 
Lettuce and radishes may be planted 
in a hotbed, when cold weather begins, 
and by Thanksgiving time they will be 
ready to eat. The bed can be imme- 
diately replanted and you will have a 
second crop by the holidays. Raise 
onions front the seed, but do not keep 
them where the temperature is too high. 
Celery may be transplanted in the fall 
to the indoor garden, and the crop will 
not need blanching. Asparagus and rhu- 
barb may be grown in dark corners of the 
basement. Prepare your indoor garden 
by building a framework, fill it with 
dirt, and keep it where the growing 
vegetable will have an even temperature. 


One Way to Save Paper 


Speaking of the cigarette conquest of 
the American Army, how is it that in the 
panic ‘over supplies of paper-stock for 
necessities and ‘essentials’, an all- 
monopolizing national Administration 
does not turn its argus eyes on the per- 
fectly enormous and utterly indefensible 
waste in the putting-up of cigarettes in 
fancy boxes, with only a dozen or 
twenty to the box? Why cut down the 
magazines’ and newspapers’ use of 
paper and lavish on cigarettes—every 
petty ten to twenty-cent package of 
them—elaborate card containers, some- 
times printed in embossed gold letters, 
and with inside wrappings besides? 
There’s where an incalculable leakage of 
paper stock goes on unchecked and un- 
calculated as yet. “They do these 
things better in France.” The French 
government tobacco is of the poorest, to 
be sure, but even so, they do not waste 
it—either the tobacco, or the paper of 
which they make their cigarettes. It is 
surprising. and amusing to see what a 
small bit'f* paper, and what an in- 
finitesimal pinch of tobacco, are “the 
makings” of a true Frenchman’s cigar- 
ette. Every’ artist and every soldier is 
his own cigarette-maker over there, and 
it will be millions of dollars saved to 
Uncle Sam, and incalculable tons of 
paper stock, if our boys come back with 
the habit and art of making their own 
“smokes’’.

Army to Discard Knee Breeches 


A practice in the matter of army 
clothing which has been in effect ever 
since the Spanish-American War is to 
be changed, and hereafter our soldiers, 
in common with our sailors and ma- 
rines, will wear long trousers instead 
of knee breeches. It appears that the 
practice of wearing khaki uniforms 
was introduced into the army by Roose- 
velt’s Rough Riders, and that the dem- 
onstration of the practical utility of } 
the material made by the men of that 
famous organization caused khaki to 
be adopted a little later by the entire 
army. Soon knee breeches were also 
adopted on the theory that, used in 
connection with leggings, they would 
facilitate the mounting of infantry 
and the dismounting of cavalry in 
case of necessity. It was considered 
also that they would be more comfort- | 
able and permit greater freedom of 
movement than the long trousers.

The Lawrence Fuel Committee held 
its regular monthly meeting with the 
Lawrence coal dealers in the Chamber 
of Commerce rooms, Monday morning, 
at which 20 of the 27 dealers were 
present. The dealers agreed unani- 
mously to co-operate in making the 
new emergency distribution rules a 
success. Under this plan, it is virtually 
assured that every household in Law- 
rence will receive at least one ton of coal 
by Nov. 1. It is not going to be possible 
in every case to give people just the 
size of coal that they wish. 


Good work is being done in regard to 
the spread of influenza here, Monday 
65 cases were reported, and 17 deaths; 
Tuesday the number was larger be- 
cause all were not reported the day 
before and was 292; but Wednesday 
it was 145 with 10 deaths. This is a 
total of 2217 up to Wednesday noon 
and if all goes well the situation ought 
to be relieved soon, There are now 
about 200 tents pitched on Emery hill, 
The need for nurses is still great al- 
though some relief was secured Sunday 
when several were sent here from 
Boston. Sixty-four orderlies are needed 
at once for work at the tented city. 
Monday morning six members of thé 
Sisters of Charity or Grey Nuns at the 
local Orphan Asylum volunteered to 
assist at the tent hospital. © Sixteen 
other girls from the Washington mills 
also volunteered their services and were 
taken to the headquarters on Jackson 
street, where they were given instruc- 
tions. Every precaution is being taken 
to protect the workers against ¢on- 
tracting the malady, and all are in- 
oculated before starting in on their 
duties at the hospital. Dr. Linson, 
representing the Federal health author- 
ities, who has been here for a week said 
the general situation in Lawrence was 
more than encouraging. 


Ebenezer H. Lake of 33 Middlesex 
street, has received word from Washing- 
ton that his brother, Robert W. Lake, 
was killed in action, Sept. 28, in France. 
Robert was 20 years old and enlisted 
from West Boxford in Company F of 
the 104th P. S, Infantry, He was in the 
second battle of the Marne, July 18 and 
was wounded in the arm and hip, ac- 
cording to a letter received from him 
when. he was in a hospital. He recov- 
ered and took his place in the ranks, 
only to meet his death. 


The quick response of the North 
Andover Engine Companies about 5.30 
last Saturday morning extinguished a 
threatening fire at Sutton’s mill.

Each time a new Hberty loan is an. 
nounced we should hail it with pleas. 
ure. For years we have used the 
phrase “as good as a government 
bond” as indicating the safest invest- 
ment possible, but before the war it 
was impossible for the average in- 
vestor to secure @ government bond, 
Periodically an issue was made, but it 
was so quickly subscribed for by the 
bankers that the small investor had 
little chance. Now we all have a 
chance, and a chance at all that we 
can afford to buy. 

It will, of course, be argued by some 
when the fourth Liberty loan is an- 
nounced that they have not as yet 
paid for the third loan bonds for which 
they subscribed. That may be true, 
but that is no reason why we should 
fail to subscribe again. Before the 
fifth loan can be issued we will have 
paid for the third loan bonds and be- 
gun paying for the fourth loan bonds 
that we subscribed for. Thus if we 
go on we will have a distinct part in 
each loan have each month put aside 
a sum for the best investment on 
earth, have acquired the steady habit 
of saving, and when the last loan, is 
announced and we shall have taken 
part of that and paid for it, we shall 
find ourselves in possession of a col- 
lection of bonds that will make us 
proud of the share we took in the war 
and have a comfortable “nest egg” in 
the bargain. 

Must Do Our Best. 

Never, really, was there such a 
stimulant given us to do without the 
nonessential and save. Not only is it 
saving for our boys and helping them 
to fight, but it is saving for them when 
they come home and saving for our- 
selves. Is there, in imagination, a 
prouder parent than that father or 
mother, who when his or her boy 
comes home from serving his country, 
can open a drawer and pull out a neat 
little package of Liberty loan bonds? 
That is what we mean by “keeping the 
home-fires burning;” by “backing up 
our. boys,” by “doing oiit bit.” The 
only point is that we should change 
the latter to “doing our best.” We've 
done our “bit” in the past loans; in 
this fourth loan we should do our 
“best.” We want to be able to show 
our boy a bond or two or three in each 
loan; not have him ask: “Oh, didn’t 
you get in on the fourth?” 

It isn’t as if we can’t do it. We can 
if we will only set our minds to the 
job of real saving. There are scores of 
things we can do without which seem 
necessities and yet are really luxuries. 
Our boys “over there” are doing with- 
out them and offering their lives be- 
sides. We are not asked for the latter, 
All we are asked to do is to do without 
here something and there something, 
and by doing this we are patriots! 
And all the time while we are ad- 
judged patriots we are investing our 
money in the safest thing on earth 
and getting a good interest on it in the 
bargain. Frankly, can you “beat it?” 
It is something to ask a man to give 
money, without a return, and be a 
patriot. But in these Liberty loans all 
the government asks that a man shall 
loan is his money, safely guarded and 
at a good interest, and still he is a 
patriot. 

Must Lend of Be Taxed. 

Another point we must remember, 
taking this whole matter simply on 
an economic basis: That the more of 
these Liberty bonds we buy the less 
taxes we will have to pay. The gov- 
ernment must have the money to keep 
up the war and feed and clothe our 
boys. This year it needs about $24, 
000,000,000. This amount it must get 
from the people. And if the people 
won't loan in bonds, it must take in 
taxes. Hence, the more we loan the 
less we will have to give. 

It’s all a question of saving, saving, 
saving—and never was there a better 
time to begin than now with the Lib- 
erty loan bonds as an attraction. The 
man who has no ready money with 
which to buy the bonds is the very 
man that the government wants above 
all other classes of men to loan it his 
money; his money saved here with a 
dollar and there with a quarter. It is 
the finest kind of money to give to our 
country: the money that we save by 
some act of self-denial. It isn’t the 
money that we have in the bank that 
we want to draw out and buy Liberty 
bonds with; it is the Money that next 
winter we can save, month by month. 
That is really helping your boy “over 
there”; helping the government to 
keep him warm and fit, and, incidental- 
ly, helping yourself to lay by the most 
valuable pieces of paper that you can 
buy, put away, and all the time ¢>‘ting 
a good interest on them. 

Black Eye for the Hun. 

Seventeen million individual sub- 
scribers were part of the third Liberty 
loan. That means one in every six 
of the population of the United States. 
But there is no reason why with the 
coming fourth loan this should not be 
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gives to our boys in the field that mag 
nificent dash, and’ vim, and power 
which has struck the German soldiers 
with dismay, 

In other words, winning this war is 
a matter of money. 

It is a matter of money not only for 
the treasury of the United States, but 
for all our allies. 

When you buy a Liberty bond or a 
War Savings Stamp it means money 
for the United States treasury. 

When you pay your income taxes 
or any of your other contributions to 
the government it means money for 
the United States treasury. 

But money is only a representative 
of value and a medium of exchange. 
Do not look upon your dollar as a 
mere piece of currency. Do not look 
upon the United States treasury as 
@ mere repository of your funds. 


Our Treasury Upholding World. — 

The United States treasury today 
is the god atlas who holds the world 
upon his shoulders. 

It furnishes money to everyone of 
our allies Which needs money. It 
breathes hope and confidence into any 
allied army which is losing heart. It 
puts in the fleld the great gun which 
answers the German gun with shot for 
shot, It keeps our armies going for- 
ward instead of backward. It holds the 
line against the German onslaught. 

The treasury of the United States is 
the power behind our own army and 
all the armies of our allies. 

During the coming year this nation 
must raise $24,000,000,000. We have 
called these loans in the past Liberty 
loans. It is about time to begin call- 
ing them Victory loans. Whatever 
we call them, however, $24,000,000,000 
during the next year the United States 
government must have to carry out our 
great, magnificent and world-saving 
program. About $16,000,000,000 of this 
must be raised by loans, and $8,000,- 
000,000 by taxation. 

If we do not raise this money the 
United States treasury will have 
failed, and when the United States 
treasury fails the war is lost.

Now, anyone can see that this thing 
must be done, 

IT MUST BE DONE! 

Anyone can see that if we give 50 
per cent of all we produce to the gov- 
ernment we cannot live as we always 
have lived. 

During the past year or so we have 
just been scraping up the loose change 
and handing jt to the government to 
finance the war. We must’now go to 
the very heart of our ability and give 
until this great plece of financial work 
is accomplished, 

He who pays taxes in whatever form 
they may rest upon him, must pay, 
and pay cheerfully, to make up that 
$8,000,000,000 which we must raise by 
taxation. 

He who has money must invest it 
in Liberty bonds and War Savings 
stamps, so as to furnish his share of 
that $16,000,000,000 which the govern- 
ment must borrow. 

He who has no money to invest must 
save, and invest his savings.

We must economize in motor cars, 
in gasoline and in all forms of fuel. 

We must burn wood where possible. 
If we burn coal we must sift the ashes. 

We must simplify and cheapen our 
diet. 

We must cut out luxuries and things 
which are unnecessary. 

We must have our shoes patched 
and wear them as long as they will 
hang together. 

We must buy nothing which must 
be shipped over the railroads, except 
where necessary. 

We must draw our supplies from 
the nearest point. 

We must live like misers and work 
like horses. 

We must regard the smallest econ- 
omy as of the most tremendous im- 
portance, no matter whether we are 
rich or poor. 

We must save electricity. 

We must spend our vacations at 
home. 

We must get along without hired 
help except in case of absolute neces- 
sity or for the promotion of produc- 
tion. ‘ 

We must put nothing savable in the 
garbage barrel. 

We must recover from garbage ev- 
erything savable put into it. 

We must throw overboard all the 
dead weight of life so that the ship 
may not sink. 

We must strip ourselves to the skin 
of everything which hampers our 
movements, so that we may win this 
fight.

Progress of Influenza 


Andover got into the difficulties of the 
influenza epidemic a little later than 
some other communities, but has had 
it pressed home with pretty serious force 
in the lagt‘ten days.\ Evidently the high, 
point of trouble was reached about 
Sunday, and it was fortunate that those 
in charge in town took immediate steps 
to relieve the situation at that time. 
The emergency meeting of the Public 
Safety Committee resulted in several 
additional nurses being secured for dis- 
trict work and in a study of local condi- 
tions that properly care for the estab- 
lishment of an emergency hospital. 
There is some evidence today that with 
the passing of the crisis it will not be 
necessary to establish a hospital, but if 
it is, the committee is confident that it 
has secured a location at least that can 
be made fairly satisfactory. 

One of the lessons to be learned from 
the last two weeks’ experience is that 
the town stands in great need of better 
hospital facilities than it now has in its 
connection with the city of Lawrence. 
The facilities there are adequate only 
for that particular community. The 
time has come for an aroused sentiment 
here in town for local relief of this sort.

Construction 


At the request of the State organiza- 
tion for Public Safety, the following men 
have been selected from the local Public 
Safety. Committee to serve as the 
local committee on “Curtailment of 
Non-War Construction”, John N. Cole, 
Harry M. Eames, John C. Angus. 

This committee will act upon local 
constructive operations subject to the 
review of the State committee and their 
work is outlined’ in the following order 
of the War Industries Board:

Corn Diseases Being Studied 


Investigations of the root, stalk, and 
ear rots of corn, started last spring by 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture in cooperation with the Purdue 
University Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, in Indiana, have resulted thus far 
in a survey which shows that the root 
rots are present in all of the corn-grow- 
ing States and that the careful selection 
of disease-free seed is an important 
means of combating this and the other 
rots. The use of infected seed is re- 
sponsible for the introduction of the dis- 
eases. Their chief effects noted readily 
are blighted plants, spindling stalks, and 
stalks with the ears either partially 
formed or completely retarded and re- 
sulting in barrenness. Sweet corn, it 
has been found, seems to be more subject 
to these rots than field eorn, and especial 
care should be given in a selection and 
care of seed. ;

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LETTER FROM FRANCE 


Our Former District Nurse Gives 
Interesting Picture of Life 
Overthere. 


Somewhere in France 
August 5, 1918 


We reached this little village, which 
we supposed was to be our abiding 
place for the duration of the war, 
yesterday; the anniversary of the declar- 
ation of the war, and exactly three 
weeks, from the time we left the big 
city. This village was at one time 
famous for its baths, and there are a 
number of old hotels that the U. S. A. 
government have taken over, to turn 
into a big hospital. It is a very lovely 
place, far removed from the ordinary 
routes of military travel. ; 

The report is, that this is to be only 
a medical hospital. If that is true we 
shall all be much disappointed. : 

Today we are going in two different 
groups to two different big Base hospi- 
tals to help them take care of the 
and we are rather skeptical about 
getting together again at this quiet 
little town. 

Since my last letter we have had 
varied and interesting experiences, the 
choicest of which, I cannot tell you 
about. We have much to be thankful 
for, I can assure you. 

Having travelled a little in England 
and France we are thoroughly con- 
vinced that one needs to come to 
Europe to appreciate the comfort and 
luxury of travelling in the good old 
U.S. A. Don’t ever say a word about 
the annoyances and inconveniences you 
are putting up with because of the 


' war. They are nil. 


We thoroughly enjoyed our short 
stay in England. It is like one big 
park or garden. We had just a few 
hours in one’of the old cities, but we 
had time tg explore the old city wall, 
saw the monument erected where the 
Mayflower, picked up some of her pas- 
sengers, and went through a church one 
thousand, years old, which’ was dis- 
troyed if Cromwell’s time, and since 
restored, ~ 

We spétit’ two delightful days at a 
French Port, and had the first good 
night’s sléep for a week. 

Queersthings happen in: this army. 
Miss Cras$-and I were out. exploring 
the county One of the days in the French 
port;. meating two English officers, I 
asked them’ the direction. They were 
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going the same way. It developed that 
théy were in a convalescent hospital.

Somewhere in France 
August 17th, 1918 


We had a wonderful time on our 
side trip, and it makes headquarters 
here at seem like a little bit 
of. Paradise. 

We left here on Monday at 4 o’clock 
to go about twenty miles, and it was 
10 p. m. before we reached our destina- 
tion. The last three miles we rode in 
the funny little French freight. cars, 
marked “40 hommes or 8 cheveaux”’. 
Considering that ride, we are ranked 
as first class privates, no longer recruits. 
They took us down to the kitchen and 
gave us bread and demitasse in two- 
quart mixing bowls. This camp is 
to be one of the biggest hospitals in 
France when it is finished. If you 
multiply Paul’s age by you will 
have a little idea of the number of 
patients they expect to accommodate. 
There. is only a small part of it com- 
pleted, and the buildings we used were 
not finished as to plumbing, etc. I can 
not begin to tell you all the things we 
did without and the substitutes we 
used. The first morning they took us 
all on to the Officers’ ward, showing. us 
around, and the men immediately 
struck up “Hail, Hail, the gang’s all 
here, What to—— do we care?” 

When we were standing on. the plat- 
form waiting for our palatial coach, a 
train of three or four cars of American 
officers went through and they shouted, 
“*Some honest to God American girls”’, 
and how they cheered! They tell how 
many American girls are over here 
nursing, doing canteen work and Y. M. 
C. A. work, and yet every man we talk 
to says, “You are the first American 
woman I have talked with since I came 
over”. You wonder where they are 
all stowed away — particularly as all 
the patients go through ——————— 
before they reached us. We certainly 
worked hard thosé few days. But I 
liked it, and would be glad to go back 
after I get a bit rested. You see we 
had no chance to rest after travelling 
in a very hard manner. 

The men show a perfectly wonderful 
spirit. One day they were planning 
what they would do when they got 
back to the States. One thought he 
would be able to stand in front of 


Altman’s in uniform even it he had 
only . 

The country is perfectly beautiful. 
After our work was done, which was 
about 8.30 or 9 o’clock p. m., we took 
our blankets out in a field and watched 
the afterglow fade away, the moon 
rise, and the stars come out. We could 
look off quite a distance across the 
valleys and the French poplars that 
we have heard so much about give 
the country a very spiritual appearance, 
especially when the mists are rising in 
the evening. 

The French people are very inter- 
esting and friendly, and except for our 
wounded, one would never imagine we 
were in the midst of a great war. 

The vegetable gardens are small, 
and “few and far between”, but we 
do see quantities of wheat and of course 
acres of vineyards. 

I was surprised to see so many Deer- 
ing reapers in the fields, they are the 
most familiar sight that we see. 

The cattle are all pure white, Brit- 
tany, I believe. There are quantities 
of them around here, but we could 
not drink the milk until it had been 
pastuerized, because the dairies are ,in 
such poor condition. 

I wish I had my bicycle with me. 
There are many interesting places to 

{ go to, but no trolley cars nor jitneys in 
this part of the country. If you want 
to buy a bicycle they want $———for it. 

Oh, I wish you would subscribe for 
the Atlantic Monthly for me, I feel so 
absolutely buried in this place, that I 
must have some way of knowing a little

Essex County Agricultural Notes 


As a general rule the best time to 
buy seed potatoes is in. the fall and this 
is doubly true in war time. It is de- 
sirable in most cases to buy northern 
grown potato seed rather than to plant 
local seed as it yields much better. 
In a test at Edgewood Farm, North 
Andover, this year, the Maine seed 
yielded about three times as much as 
home grown seed under the same con- 
ditions, The difference is not always 
so marked, but as a general rule it 
pays well to buy nothern grown seed. 
Seed should be purchased this fall for 
the following reasons: 

1. The price is generally less than 

in the spring. 

2. There is better chance to pick 

high grade seed. : 

4. Under the present transporta- 

tion conditions it is desirable to 

get shipment now. 

Plans are under way to secure co- 
operatively three or four carloads of 
clean, well graded seed from Aroostook 
County, Maine, for Essex County, in 
the near future. Amyone interested 
in securing some of this seed should

The inguenen Epidemic 


In the winter of 1880-1890 there was 
a similar epidemic of influenza which 
swept over this part of the country, 
This disease, which was followed by 
bronchitis and pneumonia as it is this 
year, is remembered by many people 
and it was supposed then to have come 
from France,—hence its name, “la 
grippe”. At that time, however, 
there was not such an overwhelmingly 
rapid spread, nor were there so many 
deaths. The epidemic was prevalent in 
factories then and also greatly hindered 
the work there. 

The conditions now are*very much 
worse and it was stated in the General 
Welfare League that everyone of our 
states but five is now suffering with 
the disease. In the national capital, 
with its overcrowded quarters the most 
drastic measures have been taken and 
it is hoped that in that city and in 
thickly-settled New York these early 
precautions may keep the death rate 
low. Lawrence, Salem, and other 
Massachusetts cities seem to be handling 
the situation effectively so that this 
highly-infectious disease is probably 
in control. 

General Wm. Brooks who has charge 
of Corey Hill hospital in Brookline 
and who came to Lawrence to choose 
the site for their emergency hospital 
said that this present epidemic is 10 
times as serious as the one in 1890 and 
that in Massachusetts the death-rate 
estimate then was 2500 from December 
20 to February 10. This year from 
September 14 to October 8 the total is 
2879 in Boston alone, and it is hoped 
that the length of time for the preval- 
ence of this disease may be much less 
than in 1890. 


LIBERTY LOAN AND SAVINGS 
BANKS. 


The effect of the Liberty Loans and 
the War Savings Stamps on savings 
banks’ déposite has been watched with 
keen interest by economists and finan. 
ciers. The experience of England was 
very encouraging; in the year 1916 
the English small depositors pur. 
chased billions of dollars of war bonds 
and at the same time increased their 
deposits in savings banks over $60.- 
000,000. 

The belief is entertained that the 
result in America has been very,simk 
lar to that in Hngland, and that de- 
spite the purchase by the American 
people of some $10,000,000,000 of Lib- 
erty Bonds and $500,000,000 of War

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Shrines That Are Held in Vener- 
ation by Mosiems. 


All True. Followers of Mahomet Eager 
That Their Last Resting Place 
’ Shall Be Near Those of 
Their Great Aposties, 

Near to the resting place of the 
first great apostles of their faith it is 
the dearest wish of all pious Moham- 
medans to lie after death. 

The shrines of Najaf, Kerbela and 
Kazimain, the resting places of All, 
Hussein, and the seventh and ninth 
Imams, lie on the edge of the desert 
in the country British troops now ‘oc- 
eupy in Mesopotamia. 

One often meets a corpse on the 
road packed in a long crate or bundle 
of palm leaves and slung across the 
back of an ass, says Edmund Chand- 
ler, the press representative in the 
Mesopotamian forces. The pilgrim be- 
hind is taking his relative to swell the 
population of the cities of the dead 
by which these sanctuaries are sur- 
rounded, 

Of the three shrines, Najaf is the 
richest, and to some minds the most 
sacred, Like Kazimain, it is ap 
proached by a horse car line, The cars 
are not of the pattern of those that 
ply in European cities. I believe the 
few British soldiers who have seen 
them rank them with the Clock tower 
in the mosque as first among the lions 
of Mesopotamia, 

In peace time the dead come from 
a wide radius. The donkey with the 
bundle like a big carpet bag on its 
back, draped in wattle or rich silk, 
according to the means of the pilgrim, 
may have conie all the way from Bok- 
hara, A few years ago a corpse ar- 
rived from the Persian embassy at 
Paris. 

The rich as a rule are buried in 
the shrine itself. The fee for inter- 
ment in the mosque is $250, For 
burial outside the walls of the city 
the pilgrim pays enythiig from four 
to ten rupee (two to five dollars), ac- 
cording to the distance he has come, 

Many “pilgrims buy “houses in  Na- 
jaf, and thus the place is gradually 
becoming a city of the dead. Nine 
houses out of ten have graves in theui. 
Sometimes the building is nothing else 
than a tomb. 

Najaf has proved impregnable to 
Wahhabi and Bedouin. It is believed 
to be fabulously rich. There are two 
stores. of treasure. The old treasury 
has not been opened since the visit of 
Shar Nasir-ud-Din, 50 years.ago. It is 
buried in a vault and built over with 
brick and lime, with no door or key or 
window by way of entrance.’ The new 
treasure is in the keeping of the kilid- 
dar—gold and silver, and jewels, and 
precious stones, silks, and shawls, and 
pearled curtains. é 

One of the first gifts for the shrines 
to reach Bagdad after our troops en- 
tered the city were four curved 
swords of gold, with diamonds on the 
sheath and hilt. 
patched from Constantinople to Bag- 
dad when the British menace was re- 
garded as a Madman’s dream, and bore 
the inscription, “From the servant of 
all pious Moslems, Enver Bey.” 

No doubt they were intended to 
symbolize the might whereby the 
Turks would defend the city against 
their hated foes, the Christians,

Butter Prices 


Owing to the fact that the govern- 
ment has commandeered sixty per cent 
of all the butter held in cold storage 
throughout the country, for the use of 
our armed forces, there has been created 
an appearance ot, if not an actual, 
butter shortage. It has been found that 
because of this many dealers have been 
tempted to advance prices. in violation 
of the rules and regulations of the Food 
Administration under-which all butter 


and storage butter, and it is of course 
a clear violation of the rules for manu- 
facturers and wholesalers, or any others 
who stored butter in July; to take it out 
and sell as fresh, or to charge prices in 
excess of the maximum margins es- 
tablished. So many violations have been 
reported that a careful investigation of 
manufacturers, wholesalers, commis- 
sioned merchants, and retail dealers is 
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ture, their crops this fall have, with a 
few exceptions, been better than in 
average years. For instance, many re- 
port an excellent corn crop, both sweet 
corn and field corn; many have had 
splendid results from their tomatoes; 
appletrees were never more heayily 
loaded with exceptionally perfect fruit. 
George .L, Averill had fifty bushels of 
Mackintosh Reds on six trees which sold 
for $3.00 a bushel, and those who know 
the delicious flavor of that apple know 
they were worth it at war-price time. 

E. W. Burt has had a mafket garden 
crop much better than that of most 
years, and espécially the root crop, which 
includes beets, carrots and turnips. 

Milo. Gould has been very fortunate 
in his -wheat, which is not so widely 
raised around here as rye and other 
grains. His wheat is dark and has been 
threshed to use for feed. Sweet corn 
was never so good in his garden and one 
stalk was fourteen feet high and yielded 
two perfect ears. 

The hay crop, according to H. M. 
Eames, has not been up to his usual 
average and was only about 60 per cent. 
The cold, dry early spring probably 
accounts for this, for ‘‘a wet May fills 
the barn with hay”’ is the saying. Mr. 
Averill’s hay-crop, however, was one of 
the big features of his harvest and this 
means a lot with all his cows. 

The cauliflower yield has not been 
good in general and the seeds which were 
planted: are undoubtedly responsible. 
Usually our cauliflower seed comes from 
Denmark and Holland and those who 
were fortunate enough to have any left 
over and who were not dependent. upon 
the American seed, had good luck this 
year. In most cases the plants died or, 
if not, the vegetable was poor. Mr. 
Burtt told of talking with Mr. Gregory, 
the seedman, twenty years ago and 
hearing him say, “I defy anyone to grow 
a good cauliflower crop on American- 
grown seed,” 

. The extremely wet September injured 
many people’s potatoes by causing them 
to rot in the ground. S. H. Bailey lost 
about two-thirds of his.and he was glad 
that he had dug several dozen bushels 
before the rainy days began. ‘In fact, 
many others reported a rather poor 
potato yield this fall. In Connecticut, 
however, the potatoes which were plant- 
ed most plentifully in nearly all gardens 
had a horrible aphis blight. This blight 
spread from garden to garden and in 
August; all through the Naugatuck 
valley, these plants hung black and 
dead. It is hoped our state will not be 
affected, for we can endure the wet 
weather which brings rot better than a 
blight. : 

An exception to this general potato 
story is found in the report-from the 
community gardens, especially from the 
one on Locke field. There were three 
community gardens this year in Ando- 
ver: Off LoeKe field on Elm street, one in 
Pasho’s /field on Chestnut street, and 
“one in. Abbott’s field on Avon street. 
These gardens were ploughed, harrowed 


and fertilized under the direction of the 
Public Safety Committee, and a sum of 
$10.00 was paid by each amateur

4. The small island, Cuba, must feed 
the world with sugar. ‘ 


5. We have diverted 50,000 tons of 
sugar shipping in order: that Belgium 
should have food. 

6. Germans have destroyed sugar-+ 
beet fields and factories in northern 
France and Italy. - ae 

7. More than 50,000,000. pounds -of 
sugar have been sunk off our shores by 
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(when the last census was taken in 
Massachusetts) was 7301, and her per 
capita quota of over $100. The average 
of the other towns is but $50.

Farming at best is 2 lottery and so this 
year when good old Ceres has brought 
forth a big harvest and smiled on the 
fields, there is no end of difficulty in 
taking care of the large produce. Farm- 
ers have never worked-so hard, so early 
and so late, and they are doing their full 
share toward winning this war by giving 
their best effort for making the fruits 


being made throughout the entire state. 
Any dealer who is not entirely familiar 
with all the rules pertaining to this 
commcdity should apply to his County 
Food Administrator for full information. 


The Growth of Thrift 


America is acquiring the saving habit.
